DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 - 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gram. 
Regarding claims 1 - 3 and 6, Gram discloses a load frame crosshead construction 

comprising a base block 12, a pair of posts 14, 16 rising from the base block, a cross head 18 
spanning between the pair of posts, an actuator 28 mounted on the base block or the cross head, 
the actuator being able to apply a load on a test piece 120 positioned between the cross head and 
the base block (See Cols. 2 and 3, Imes 65 - 69 and 1 - 9), the cross head 18 being secured to the 
posts via a flexing member 74 that bends in a plurality of areas (See Col. 5, lines 52 - 68). 

Regarding claims 4 and 5, a member 60 of the flexing member 74 is reduced in its cross 
section (See Col. 5, hnes 61 - 64).
